The Judicature 
Acts are at this moment ‘not ten years 
old, and yet it is already proclaimed: 
that the machinery provided by them 
‘must be modified. It has become of 
late years a somewhat dangerous 
practice to pass. Acts of Parliament 
whereby difficult bat at the same timo 
important matters of detuilare put into: 
permanent commission.: A Board of, 
_ Consorvators is appointed - to superin- 
tond the navigation of particular river. 
“ The Statute gives then a free commiss- 
ion, empowering-them to make what- 
ever rules or byelaws they may think 
fit, and further providing’ that. these 


'. “details, as they may be made from time 


to time, are to be deemed part of tho 
Act itself, and to be held as incorpora- 
tod with it, unless exception should be 
- taken to them by.the Honse of Com. 
mons, In pursuance of this desultory | 
aud haphazard, method of legislation, 
which sholves everything by referring 
it to an Executive Committee, the 
Judicature Acts have (subject to certain 
‘restrictions into which we need not 
' enter) given: the Judges powers to 
henceforth control the entire course of 
legal procedure. They can © make 
Rules, and these Rules unless challen- 
“god in tho Legislature, become an 
integral part of the Aot-itself. We

of these cases, to entitled to go before 
a Jury. In each: case his personal 
character in involved, and it is moa- 
strous that a snit jn which his repu- 
tation and honotr aro concerged should 
be left for its decision to the’ deter 


-mination of @ single Judge. 


We need not investigate the history 
of Trial -by Jary. We know how, 
originally, it was felé advisable that 


. impattinl persons with knowledgo of 


the facts should do justice as’ batwéoen 
subject aud subject, and how, conse. 


quently, twelye good men and true— 
‘ubert homines et lezales—were sworn to 


take upon themselves the task of 
Judges,. Jurors, indeed, were origig- 
ally’ chogon, not because they knew 
nothing of the subject, and would con- 
‘sequently ‘decide .it iinpartially, ‘but 
rather because they were supposed to 
know all about the subject, and so’ tv 
bo able to deal with it. thoroughly and 
completely. - The original mode of ac. 
tion was by duel, or wager of battle. 
This rough and ready method of justice 
was superseded bythe calling together 
of twelve or more Jurors, who were .to 
return -a° finding upon thir’ ouths, on 
the understanding, that they were a 
-properly-constituted Court of Honour, 
acquainted with the focts, and - trast- 
worthy to’ do ‘justicd’ between the 
parties. . Little “by - little. it. became 
‘the custom that. Jurios,: inktead ‘of 
relying upon their. own» know. 
/ edye, should, like a. Court-wartial. 
call “witnesses, and’ admit extraneous 
avidenco; and thus the presontisystem

familiar facts of Constitutional history 


only to show how deoply ombedded in |. 


our national life is the idoa of Trial by 
Jury, aud how important and awoeping 
a-change ia that. which is now oon. 
tomplated. Thero are, it may walt be, 
many cases which aro best tried before 
an Arbitrator, or by a Judie without 
a Jury: Bat there are.on tho other 
hand, « large number of causes of 
action in which, from their very. nature 
itis most satisfactory for oach- side 
that the, opinion ofa Jury “should be 


taken. In the County Coarts, whenever 


the amount’in’ dispute. exceeds five 


. pounds, either of the litigants is abso- 


lutely ontitled to a Jury. It might 
well be thought that the County Court 
Judges, who .are, as n rule,’ gentle- 
man of considerable. experience and 
discretion, would well be able, without 
Assistance, to try smill cases up to the 
amount of twenty pounds or there- 
abouts. , At present, however, the liti- 
gant in a County Court enjoys the op- 
tion which is to be denied him in the 
Oourt of Queen’ Bench. If he brings 
his olaim for ton pounds in a Country 
:Coart, be can iusist upon a Jury; if he 
brings it for ten thousand pounis ia 
the Court of Queen’s Bsnch, ho is to 
ba denied a Jury, unless his case fall 
within cortain very: limited categorios, 
‘or unless the Court see some special 
reason for acceding to his application. 
‘We doubt whether a course ‘of pro- 
cedure thus novel will commend itself 
ta the House of Commons, . Trial by 
Jury is tivt to be lightly swept away 
by a Committees of Jalges. It is na- 
tural, perbaps, that Judges should eu- 
tertain a poor opinion of jurios ; and it 
has, wo believe, occasionally happen :d 
that Juries have been sufficiently au- 
dacious to reciprocate the sentiment. 
But for the change now proposed no 
sufficient reason whatever has been 
alleged. Tt is said, no doubt, that 
causes aro frequently put down for trial 
which,'whon they come into Court, are 
found to be so complicated, and to in- 
volve so many-matters of detail, that a 
refarence is their only possible sola- 
‘tion. The answer is, however, that 
eatly in the proceedings. theré ‘should 
have -beon:a compulsory order of re- 
fereuco, Because a certain percentage 
of cases are unsuited for a Jury, we are 
not on that account entitled to assume 
that o Judgo without a Jury is the 
fitting tribunal, unless the contrary be 
proved. - It is possible, of course, that: 
in somo limited or modified form tho 
proposals of the Committee may bo 
adopted, But thoy ‘will, we may be 
sure, be regarded. with extreme jea- 
lousy, not by the profeasion and the 
public alone, but also by the House of 
Commons.—Standard, :

asked to compose. This is tho system no- 
tanlly in vogua in the Lyoaums. Thoro isa 
shadow of composition at ‘the ond of ovory 
year, but tho balk of the programme con: 
tains a puroly thooretical knowledge of the 
national language, As to foroign languages, 
there is not a word of practical axercisas. , 
Tt does not require very grant’ aoutenoss 
to soo that such a mothod ia hardly worthy 
of tho: appollation. Things onght to bo 
taught as thoy can bo learned. Wao do not 
learn art by analysis, bat by syathesia and 
induotion. We may bo o thorough gram- 
marian and bo auable to write half a dozon 
linca on a given snbjoot. To learn a lan- 
guago ia to avquiro facility of apoooh and 
correct writing. Whou wo spoak or write, 
wo do nob go by itymology, conjugations,or 
doolensions; we do not run tho sealo of 
tongoy and moods, tu find tho note that suits 
‘our parposa; we are supposed to know thom 
in suoh a way asto be able to apply thom 
instantaneously and oorreotly; and this 
knowlodgo.is uot the rosult of more theory, 
bavof long practios, which is ga atrangely 
nogteoted in tha system of tuition of mauy 
_ Achools of our dase, ; 
* Tho novomont towards substituting theory 
by practice, originated mainly with Dr. Ol- 
londorff. Ho dissected grammar ‘into its

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

In your issue of December 10th you 
stated that H.I.G.M. corvette Hertha 
wont out to render assistance to tho 
Gorman barque Pallas, but failed to 
find the stranded vessel. I have since 
been on board the Hertha, where I' 
heard the following vorsion of that 
affair from her officers :—* At noon of 
the 7th December, we were informed 
that a British steamor had reported that 
at Hui-tao Bay, a German barque was 
ashore, so directly got up steam and: 
left Amoy two houra after, stesring to 
the North along tho‘ coast in'search of 
the wreck, We experienced outside 


a strong N.&, monsoon, almost amount-” 


jug to.a gale in strength, so we were 
unable to reach Hui-tao Bay in day- 
light. . After sunset, or when it became 
quite dark, on acount of the shallow. 
ness of thea water we hove to about 
four miles from the Bay lowered oar. 
pinnace, armed crow, and sent them in 
search ‘of the wreck, with instructions 
to render all the nocessary-assistance 
and return the next day to our ship in 
Amoy. ‘The pinnace found the wreck 
the same niyht, a few hours after 
she parted from us, and reported that: 
tho vessel, the German barque Pullas, 
was totally wrecked about 200 yards 
from the shore.’ Chinese soldiers had 
opened fire on Ohinese junks that were 
hovering about in’ that vicinity: with 
the object of plundering the wreok,, 
The juuks, on perceiving the pinnace, 
left the scene of the wreck and pro.
